A cunning Man, hight Sidrophel.| William Lilly, the 
famous Afrologer of thofe Times, who in his yearly A/manacks 
foretold Vi&tories for the Parliament with as much Certainty, as 
the Preachers did in their Sermons ; and all, or moft Part of what 
is afcribed to him either by Ra/pho or the Poet, the Reader will 
find verified in his Letter (if we may believe it) wrote by him- 
felf to Elias Afbmole, Ef{q; and printed a few years ago for £. Curl, 
F. Pemberton, and W. Taylor, Bookfellers in London. In this Letter 
or Hiftory of his own Life, we find an Account of feveral of his 
Prediétions, (fach as happened to hit right, not fuch as failed) and 
what Encouragement he had from the Parliament, and others. But 
when he found that the Authority of Parliament began to fink, and 
the Power of the Army to increafe, he was as ready to predict 
againft the Parliament, as before he was for it; tho’ he began to 
do fo almoft too foon for his own Security : For he tells us (p. 69,) 
that in the Year 1650, he wrote, ‘“‘ That the Parliament (mean- 
“ing the Rump) ftood upon a tottering Foundation, and that 
«© the Commonalty and Soldiery would join againft them.” For 
this he was taken up by a Meffenger, carried before a Committee 
of Parliament, and fhewed the Words of his Al/manack: But 
having Notice before-hand of what was intended againft him, he 
had got that Leaf new printed, and thofe obnoxious Words left 
out. So he denied the Almanack to be his, and pulled halfa Dozen 
A4 . out

Dr. Meric Cafaubon, in his Preface to Dr. Dee’s Book of Spirits, 
obferves; That nine hundred Men and Women fuffered .in Lorain 
for Witchcraft in the Compafs of a few Years: And Ludovious 
Paramo, that the Inquifition, within the Space of one handred and 
fifty Years, has burnt thirty thoufand Witches, Baker's Hiftory of 
the Inquifition, p. 186. 

But our Enthofiafts much exceeded both. Mr. 4dy fays, that 
in Scotland fome thoufands were burnt in thofe Times. (Dr. Hut- 
chinfon, p. 38.) I have fomewhere feen an Account of betwixt | 
three and four thoufand that fuffered in the King’s Dominions, 
from the Year 1640, to the King’s Reftoration. See a remarkable 
Incident of this Kind, in Bretaigne, a Prowince of France. Turkifh

Hearne, Appendix, p. 504.) he fays, he was offered 
two hundred French Crowns yearly, to be one of the French Kin 2’s 
Mathematicians ; that he might have ferved five Chriftian Emperors, 
namely, Charles the Fifth, Ferdinand, Maximilian, Rodolph, and 
the then Emperor of Mu/covy ; each of them offering him a Sti- 
pend,.from five hundred Dollars yearly, to one thonfand, two’ 
thoufand, three thoufand: And that his Ruffian Majetiy offered 
him two thoufand Pound Sterling yearly Stipend, with a thoufand 
Rubles from his Proteéor, and his Diet out of his own Kitchen ; 
and he to be in Dignity and Authority amongft the higheft Sort of 
Nobility and Privy-Councillors.

Ht is faid, that for three Years he was a Sew- 
gelder..- His Father, William Hohenheim (a bafe Child of a 
Mafter of the Feutonic Order) not only left him a Colleétion of. 
rare and’valuable Books, but committed him firft to the Care of 
Frithemius Abbot of Spanheim, and afterwards to Sigi/mund Fug- 
ger of Zurich, famous for his Chemical Arcana. According to his. 
own Account, he vifited all the Univerfities of Europe; and at 
twenty Years of Age had fearched into the Mines of Germany 
and Rufia, till at laft he was taken Prifoner by the Zartars, and 
by them. fent to Cowftantinople.
